“CONJUGAL JACKPOT.” 


Novel Scheme of a Number of Young 
Michigan Bachelors. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
DETROIT (Mich.,) Dec. 5.—A score of 
young Detroit bachelors, some of them 
members of aristocratic families and 
wealthy families, have organized a Bach- 
elors’ Mutual Benefit and Matrimonial En- 
couragement Association. The object is to 
accumulate a trust fund by monthly dues 
of $2, to be known as the “conjugal jack- 
pot.“ Of this fund 25 per, cent. is to be 
paid over on the day of marriage to the 
successful young woman who opens said 
jackpot by entering ‘into matrimonial al- 
liance with any member of the association. 
The remaining 75 per cent. is to be held 
for the benefit of future contracting par- 
ties. No bachelor who is engaged can be 
admitted to membership, but any young 
man over 25 years of of good character 
and heart free is eligible. Among the 
charter members are leading young s0- 
ciety men of Grand Rapids, Ann Arbor, 
Lansing and Detroit. The officers of the 
organization say that applications are com- 
ing in rapidly. 


ANTI-TOXINE. 


| Wonderful Efficacy of the New Rem- 


edy in Diphtheria Cases.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Dec. 5. Local 
physicians are enthusiastic over the re- 
sults of using anti-toxine, the new diph- 
theria remedy, a quantity of which has 
been received here and put upon its mer- 
its. Two doses of serum were given to 
an infant child in an advanced case of 
diphtheria, and in one day's time the child 
was pronounced out of danger. 

Another case of a youth who had been 
ill nine days with the disease has shown 
like results, the patient having been cured 
after two doses had been administered. 
Further experiments are being made.

Several Measures Pass 
the House. 


New Bills are Introduced in 
the Senate. 


Senator Vest Favors the Cloture Res- 


olution—Quay After the 
Sugar Bill. 


Discussion on Railroad Pooling—A 
Government. Proposed for Part 
of the Indian Territory— 
Congress Notes.

WASHINGTON, 5.—The Senate 
showed its first signs 2 animation today 
and, although the session lasted only un- 
til 2:30 o’clock, there was time enough 
for several brisk dabates. Senator Vest's 
efforts to secure a change in the rules in 
order to expedite business was the chief 
event of the day. The senator, who was 
formerly opposed to the cloture, today an- 
nounced his conversion. Another feature 
of the day was the sharp debate on the 
China-Japan question brought out by Sen- 
ator Lodge’s resolution calling for infor- 
mation as to the torturing of Japanese | 
students who were under American pro- 
tection. Senator Peffer’ made the first 
formal speech, criticising from a Popu- 
listic point the recent issue of bonds and 
giving his views on finance. 

The House today adopted a special or- 
der setting aside each day after the morn- 
ing hour for the consideration of the 
pooling bill, the order to continue until 
the bills have been disposed of, but not to 
interfere with conference report and ap- 
propriation bills. The railroad and ship- 
ping interests are greatly interested in 
this measure, and the members gave at- 
tention to the speech made by Mr. Pat- 
terson in its behalf. Before the discus- 
sion of this bill began the House passed 
three bills, the printing bill, a bill to pre- 
vent the free use of timber on public 
lands, and to prevent the granting of per- 
mits in the future, and another to author- 
ize the Secretary of the Interior to receive 
unsatisfied military bounty land warrants 
under the act of 1858 at the rate of $1,25 
per acre ip payment of Jang tocated-under 
su acta. 

Sendtor Quay has proposed a substitute 
tor the Sugar Bill now pending in the 
Senate in the shape of en amendment. It 
strikes out all of the bill after the enact- 
ing clause, and inserts the following: 

“That so much of the act entitled ‘An 
Act to Reduce Taxation, to Provide Reve- 
nue for the Government and for Other 
Purposes,’ as provides that upon all sug- 
ars above No. 16, Dutch standard in color, 
and upon all sugars which have been dis- 
colored, there shall be levied and paid a 
duty of an eighth of 1 cent per pound in 
addition to a duty of 40 per cent. ad va- 


‘lorem: shall be paid, the same is hereby 


repealed. 
The bill introduced by Senator Berry to 
provide a temporary government for that 
portion of the Indian Territory occupied 
by the five civilized tribes provides that a 
territory shall be formed to be known as 
the Territory of Indianola. Among the 
first provisions made is one to the effect 
that, at any time in the future, the boun- 
daries may be changed or a portion at- 
tached to any other State or Territory by 
the action of Congress without the consent 
of the inhabitants of the new Territory. 
The bill provides for a Governor and 
secretary of the Territory, a delegate to 
Congress and a legislative assembly, the 
latter to be composed of a council and 
houge of representatives, the council to 


consist of twenty-one members and the 


house of forty, the session to be held bi- 
ennially and continue for sixty days. 
The Territory is to be divided into twenty- 
one counties. All male citizens of the 
United States who are actual residents and 
over 21 y of age are to have the right 
to vote, also all male Indians who are cit- 
izens of any tribe in the Territory. 

It is provided that no law shall be passed 
by the ‘Legislature interfering with the 
primary disposal of the soil or with the. 
titles of the Indians of the various tribes 
or theif manner of holding the same. In- 
dian: homesteads are made inalienable and 
are exempt from taxation. The bill pro- 
vides for a complete judicial system and 
adopts a large number of the laws of the 
State of Arkansas. All the provisions of 
treaties heretofore made so far as the trea- 
ties relate to land titles are abrogated and 
repealed, and all governments established 
by the tribes are abolished. 

The lands now held in common by the 
several tribes are to be divided in severalty 
among the members of the tribes, each to 
have a homestead of 140 acres, and after 
this division the residue is to be sold and 
the proceeds divided among the Indians. 

Senator Power introduced a bill provid- 
ing for the free coinage of silver, making. 
the silver dollar to consist of 412% grains 
of standard fineness, and these dollars to 
be a legal tender for all debts, public and 
private.

FIFTY-THIRD IRD CONGRESS. 


SECOND ND SESSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—SENATE:— 
There was not a quorum present when the 
Senate met today. Bills were introduced 
by Senator Berry of Arkansas, to form 
the Territory of Indianola out of portions 
of Indian Territory; by Senator Dolph of 
Oregon, to exempt from duty foreign ex- 
hibits at the Portland exhibition; by Sen- 
ator Hunton of Virginia, to remit the fine 
and penalties on the naval ships York- 
town, Baltimore, New York and Philadel- 
phia; by Senator Dolph to forfeit un- 
earned public lands granted to railroads; 
by Senator McPherson of North Carolina, 
for investigation of the merits of the plan 
for a unit of labor. 

Senator Morrill stated that next Wed- 
nesday he would address the Senate on 
“Some .marvelous senatorial bills and 
some quack panaceas for real and imag- 
inary ills.” The Vice-President laid be- 
fore the Senate the resolutions of Sen- 
ator Lodge, calling on the Secretary of 
State for information as to the execution 
of two Japanese students by the Chinese

authorities, while said students were under 
the protection of the United States. 

Senator Lodge said that if the facts 
were as published, someone was very 
much to blame. If they were not, this 
government should be vindicated. 

Senator Chandler suggested that as the 
Senator from Alabama, (Mr. Morgan,) 
was chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee it would be well to know if 
he saw any objection to securing speedy 
information. 

Senator Morgan stated that the war was 
now progressing between China and Japan 
and it would be unwise to take any ac- 
tion which would appear favorable to one 
belligerent or the other. He said his main 
objection to the resolution was that it 
was predicted to mean the impeachment 
of the President or Secretary of State. 

Senator Lodge answered with much 
warmth that he had not intended to pre- 
sent any impeachment or make any at- 

tacks... This country has done a good 
deal” of meddling in this Chinese-Japan 
mix, said Senator Lodge sharply. 

Senator Morgan stated that a meeting 
of the Foreign Relations Committee would 
be called at once to consider this resolu- 
tion if it was sent to the committee. It 
was so referred. 

Senator Peffer then secured the floor 
for a carefully-prepared speech which he 
read from printed sheets. It referred to 
his resolution calling for information as 
to the action of the Secretary of the 
Treasury in issuing bonds and arraigning 
public officials for perfidy and usurpation 
of authority. 

At the close of Mr. Peffer’s speech, the 
resolution was adopted without opposi- 
tion. It asks the Judiciary Committee to 
inquire into the action of the Secretary 
of the Treasury in issuing bonds. 

Another resolution by Senator Peffer for 
information from the proper people as to 
the use of the United States troops at 
Chicago during the Pullman strike brought 
out considerable debate on the question as 
to its reference to the committee. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire 
supported Senator Peffer’s contention. 
“Now that the President has Congress on 
his hands,” said Mr. Chandler, “it would 
be well to get all this and other public in- 
formation at the earliest possible moment 
so Congress can proceed to deal with 
them.” The resolution was finally re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Senator Vest then addressed the Senate 
on the need of a change in the Senate 
rules. He modified the form of his pre- 
vious resolution so that the Committee on 
Rules is to report by December 15 a plan 
for closing debate. Senator Vest said that 
he had formerly opposed the cloture, but 
he was now convinced the cloture was in- 
evitable, and that it should be effected as 
soon as possible. The question was thor- 
oughly understood, having been debated 
for years, so that the Senate was in a po- 
sition to act at once. When the Senate 
numbered forty members there was no 
need of cloture, but with the Senate in- 
creasing so that its members would soon 
reach 100, it was imperatively necessary 
to have a rule bringing debate to a close. 
In reality, the present rules stifled debate. 
Senators will not debate a question when 
they recognize the hopeless opposition un- 
der which they labor. 

“These rules encourage parliamentary 
blackmail,”’ declared the Senator. 
“Amendments to bills are offered under 
the deliberate threat that if they are not 
accepted an indefinite opposition will be 
inaugurated. Bills of vast public interest 
lingered here until they were dead and 
the people were weary and disgusted with 
the spectacle of a powerless Senate. Even 
when the bills passed after such a con- 
test, they were so discredited as to have 
no moral support from the House.“ 

Senator Vest said that he expected no ul- 
terior purpose of securing the advancement 
of the separate tariff bills. He would vote 
for these bills, but in the present case his 
only object was to secure the change of 
rule, which was essential and inevitable. 
Senator Harris of Tennessee added his 
opinion in favor of a change of rules, but 
he suggested that the absence from the 
city of the chairman of the Committee on 
Rules, Mr. Blackburn, made it unwise to 
compel a report of a form of cloture by 
December 15. Senator Harris said that he 
would undertake to promise that some such 
resolution would be reported soon after 
the return of Mr. Blackburn. 

„I said,“ said Mr. Aldrich, that this 
new rule is not to apply to legislation of 
this session, nor to the. pending tariff 
bills.“ 

„It applies to everything,” said Mr. Vest. 

„It this new rule is adopted,” asked Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska, will any effort be 
made toward financial legislation on the 
lines of the President's message?“

Then the Senate 
went into executive session and soon after- 
ward adjourned. 

HOUSE :—Immediately after the read- 
ing of the journal in the House, today, 
Mr. English of North Oarolina, asked 
unanimous consent for the consideration 
of a bill. Mr. Sayers of Texas, objeeted, 
whereupon Mr. English promptly ob- 
jected to the resolution offered by Mr. 
Blair of Ohio, calling on the President to 
furnish the House, if not - incompatible 
with public interest, with all correspond- 
ence, telegraphic and otherwise, between 
this country and China, relating to the 
war between China and Japan. The res- 
olution went to the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs. Mr. English then demanded 
the regular order of business. 

Mr. McRae of Arkansas, from the Com- 
mittee on Public Lands, called up the bill 
to prevent the free use of timber on pub- 
lic lands and to prevent further issue of 
permits for cutting timber in Wyoming, 
New Mexico and Arizona. The section of 
the bill repealing the act of March 3, 
1891, fixing a limitation of five years 
against the United States for the institu- 
tion of suits to vacate land patents met 


} strenuous opposition and it was amended 


s0 as to exempt patents issued to indi- 
vidual settlers. As amended the bill was 
passed. 

A bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Interior to receive unsatisfactory mili- 
tary-bounty land-warrants under the act 
of 1858 at the rate of $1.25 per acre in 
payment of lands located under subse- 
quent acts was also passed. 

Mr. Richardson of Tennessee, then 
called up the conference report on the 
printing bill which was under considera- 
tion yesterday. The report was adopted, 
136 to 95. 

Mr. Outhwaite from the Committee on 
Rules, thereupon presented the several 
orders for the consideration of the Rail- 
road Pooling Bill each day after the 
morning hour, until disposed of. The or- 
der was agreed to without division. The 
object of the bill is to authorize compet- 
ing common carriers, subject to the pro- 
visions of the Interstate Commerce act, 
to enter into contracts for the division of 
their gross or net earnings and to secure 
a more expeditious and efficient enforce- 
ment of that law. Applications for pool- 
ing, together with copies of contracts, 
must, according to the terms of the bill, 
be filed with the commission and, unless 
disapproved, become operative twenty 
days after filing. Another section re- 
quires annual reports from railroads, in- 
cluding answers to all questions asked by 
the commission, with fines for default. 

Mr. Patterson of Tennessee, who was in 
charge of the bill, dwelt at length on the 
oppressiveness of illegal rate-cutting for 
the benefit of large shippers, citing as an 
example the Armour Beef-packing Company 
at Chicago. That combine, he said, han- 
dled in dollars more beef than the entire 
cotton crop of the United States amounts 
to. The rates made for this corporation 
practically drives all competitors from the 
field and fixes the price of every bullock 
on every farm in the South and West. 
Under the present law, he said, it was im- 
possible to secure convictions for violations 
of the anti-pooling section, because both 
parties to the cut rate were equally guilty 


before the law, and one could not be made 


to testify against the other. The pending 
bill would compel testimony, and did not 
aim at the punishment of the clerk or 
agent, but of the railroad company itself. 

Mr. Cannon did not think administrative 
functions and responsibilities should be 
shouldered onto the courts, but that the 
revoking of pooling arrangements should 
be within the control of the commission. 
Upon the conclusion of his remarks, the 
House, at 5 o'clock, adjourned.” 


THE RAILROAD SINKING DEBT. 


The Government Must Pay the Bonds. 
C. P. Sinking Fund. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.— Within the next 
month the government will be called upon 
to pay $2,362,000 Pacific Railroad bonds. 
It will be the first payment made by the 
government on these bonds. They ran 
for long terms, which are now about ma- 
ture. Chairman Reilly of the Committee 
on Pacific Railroads; does not believe the 
solution of the Pacific Railroad debt can 
be reached at the present short session. 
The Central Pacific Company has in the

TUCSON, (Ariz.,) Dec. 5. — Among the 
Huachuca - Mountains, at what is called 
Salvation Army Camp, about forty miles 
from Tucson, a man was arrested Monday 
last whom the authorities have been hunt- 
ing for years. It was John W. Hillman, 
and the capture was made by Sam W. 
Finley, a deputy collector of customs at 
Nogales, and Orren Gemmill, under sher- 
iff of La Junta. It is one of the most re- 
markable cases in the annals of crime. 

Back in 1879, Hillman and two compan- 
ions, one of whom resembled him very 
closely, took a trip into the Buffalo Moun- 
tains of Texas to hunt. They were gone 
several weeks, and when Hillman and one 
companion returned, the man bearing go 
striking a resemblance to him failed to 
accompany them. It seems that Hillman, 
who carried an insurance on his life of 
$80,000, while in the mountains conceived 
a murderous scheme and proceeded to 
carry it into execution. He killed in cold 
blood the man who closely resembled him, 
and then returned to the settlement. 

He took the name of the man whom he 
had murdered, and said that Hillman had 
been accidentally shot dead and buried up 
in the mountains. In due time Mrs. un- 
man made a claim to different insurance 
companies in which her husband had been 
insured for $80,000. The insurance people 
became suspicious and began an investi- 
gation. The remains of the man whom 
Hillman had put ont of the way were ex- 
humed, and the discovery waz made that 
they were not the Memains of Hillman, 

Mrs. Hillman instituted legal proceedings 
in the courts of Topeka, Kan., her home, 
to recover the amount of the insurance. 
The case was carried from one court to 
another, until finally she secured judgment 
for principal and interest and attorney’s 
fees in the Supreme Court of the United 
States. According to the order of the 
court the judgment must be satisfied at 
the end of this year. During all this time 
the insurance companies kept detectives 
the trail ef Hillman, who disappeared 
shortly after his wife made her claim for 
insurance. He was followed to Australia 
and other foreign countries, and a reward 
of $15,000 was offered for his apprehension, 
dead or alive. 

On the 4th of last month Under Sher 
Gemmill arrived in this Territory from 
Colorado and interested Sam Finley in the 
case. Gemmill had learned that Hillman 
was in Sonora. He and Finley took the 
murderer’s trail at Magdalena, Sonora, 
and followed him to Altar, Sonora, thence 
to Prescott, Ariz., Mesa City, Old Glory 
Camp, and to Salvation Army Camp in the 
Huachucas, where he was arrested. Hill- 
man denied that he was the right party 
when told by the officers what they wanted 
him for, but he was taken to Tombstone, 
where he is held pending the arrival of 
extradition papers from the Governor of 
Kansas. 

ONE WHO KNOWS HIM. 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Dec. 5.—W. N. Nichols 
of Valley Falls is the authority for the 
statement that John W. Hillman, supposed 
to have been killed in 1878, shortly after 
taking out a heavy insurance on his life, 
is still alive in a little town near Tucson, 
Ariz. Nichols is on his way to Tucson to 
identify Hillman. 


THE INDIAN INVASION. 


Gov. West Will Issue Arms to the 
San Juan Settlers.

SALT LAKE, Dec. 5.—Official arxiety 
was plainly manifest at the executive man- 
sion today over the apparent inaction of 
the proper authorities to move in the mat- 
ter of the Indian invasion from Colorado. 
The Governor this morning received a com- 
munieation from the Sheriff of Grand 
county appealing for protection, and ask- 
ing for arms and ammunition. The Gov- 
ernor has decided to furnish arms and 
ammunition to the citizens if necessary for 
protection, and as a last resort the militia 
will be called out. 

He has received from Indian Agent Day 
at Ignacio what he considers to be an im- 
pudent telegram, asking that nothing be 
done to provoke trouble with the Ute In- 
dians in the San Juan country. The Gov- 
ernor has forwarded the telegram to the 
Secretary of the Interior, with the ad- 
ditional information that he has furnished 
arms and ammunition to the unarmed citi- 
zens for their protection until some higher 
authority takes the matter up. 


DEPU TIES BRIBED. 


A Buenos Ayres oe Editor Makes Seri- 
ous Charges. |

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.--A special dispatch 
to a morning paper from Buenos Ayres 
says that the talk of the hour is the revela- 
tion: made by the El Tempo, an evening 
newspaper, which charges that a syndicate 
has bribed certain members of Congress 
in order to get their guarantee bills paid. 

El Tempo says that it stands ready to 
give names if Congress makes an invegti- 
gation, and asserts that men high in po- 
litical circles as well as railroad men are 
implicated in the plot. The Chamber of 
Deputies has appointed a committee which 
wil summon the editor of El Tempo and 
will ask him to name the accused mem 
bers. This was done on motion of the 
author of the bill, Senor Elmad, and was

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—A sensation was 
Gaused in sporting circles last night by a 
report that Champion James J. Corbett 
Would soon be called before the Lexow 
Committee to tell what he knows about an 
attempted $5000 blackmail several years 
ago. Corbett’s manager, Billy Brady, it is 
gaid, knows all about a certain transaction, 
as well as the champion, and his testimony 
will serve as a very strong corroboration. 

When Charley Mitchell and Frank P. 
Slavin came to this country in 1891 they 
bad three objects in view; first, to get on 
match between Slavin and Sullivan; sec- 
ond, to arrange a limited round go between 
Corbett. and Mitchell, and, third, to give a 
géries of boxing exhibitions throughout the 
country. The proposed match between Sla- 
vin and Sullivan fell through. Subse- 
quently a meeting took place between Cor- 
bett and Mitchell in the Clipper office. 
After much discussion: it was mutually 
agreed that for the gate receipts the-men 
should meet in a limited number of-rounds 
in Madison Square Garden. 
“Brady had arranged with Mitchell to 
gecure the garden for the specified date, 
and actually put down a deposit for this 
purpose of $5000. The fact of this step hav- 
ing been taken was conveyed to Mitchell 
at a meeting in a prearranged code by a 
friend. It was distinctly specified in the 
articles that the contest was to be on 


purely scientific lines and was to be decided 


on points. 

Shortly after the match had been ratified 
the British boxer received a mysterious 
telegram from Brady asking that a certain 
friend should that night meet him secretly 
in the Astor House. That friend and Mitch- 
ell came over to New York and while the 


‘former repaired to tne Astor House Mitch- 


ell awaited developments in a saloon on 
Park Row. Corbett was with Brady at 
the Astor House when Mitchell’s repre- 
sentative got there, and he blamed both 
men for arranging so public a meeting, re- 
marking that if any newspaper reporter 
saw the three together they would prob- 
ably be denounced as proposing a fake 


fight. 

Behind closed doors the solemn conclave 
was held. Brady acted as spokesman and 
wald that he and Corbett figured on a $22,- 
000 house, but remarked: ‘There is, how- 
ever, something I should tell you, and that 
is why I asked you to meet us here.

Brady answered that those were the 
terms demanded by the police officers of 
the precincts, adding that if they were 
not complied with no permission would be 
granted for the contest in the Garden. 
Mitchell's friend said the simple English 
of the thing was a $7000 or $8000 black- 
mail, and added: Lou can tell the police 
for me, with my compliments that they 
may go smother themselves. I won't 
have Mitchell held up in daylight and his 
clothes gone through by  highwaymen. 
That is my ultimatum.” 

Corbett expressed much anxiety to see 
Mitchell and he was informed of his 
whereabouts and sent for him. The con- 
versation regarding the blackmail as re- 
lated was again entered upon and Mitch- 
ls indignation knew no bounds. He 
said that he would not stand any such ar- 
rangements as were suggested and left 
the Astor House hurriedly, remarking 
that he presumed he would not trouble 
himself about training or thinking any 
more of the matter. He left Corbett and 
Brady in bad blood and returned to Brook- 
lyn. The day set for the match was 
Washington's birthday, February 22, and 
on its expiring the signed articles were 
destroyed: and that is simply how Cor- 
bett and Mitchell never faced each other 
in Madison Square Garden, though for- 
mally matched and scheduled to do 80 
on the date given. 

It is said that the garden, when en- 
gaged for boxing exhibitions, is a prolific 
money-maker and Brady will, ſt is more 
then hinted, be questioned as to how much 
he has put up in cold cash in return for 
permits for his fistic shows in this city.

MINNEAPOLIS, Dec. 5.—What will 
probably prove to be the most mysterious 
and sensational crime in the history of 
the Northwest is the murder of Miss 
Catherine Ging, which was announced in 
these dispatches yesterday. Miss Ging, 
who was a dressmaker, was 29 years of 
age and of striking beauty. Her bruised 
and tortured remains lay cold in death 
upon a marble slab at the mergue in this 
city, a victim either to the rapacity of a 
highwayman or the vengeful vindictive- 
ness of a jealous or frenzied lover. Beaten 
and mangled out of all semblance to their 
former perfect outlines, the features of 
the dead woman seem mutely appealing 
for the pity denied her by the cruel fiend, 


who, seeing that bullets had failed en- 


tirely to snuff out the spark of life, com- 
pleted his fearful work with the butt of 
a pistol. 

Late Monday night a young farmer, re- 
turning, home from the city, met a horse 
and carriage, driverless, traveling at a 
rapid pace toward town on the lonely road 
which runs through a swamp just west of 
Lake Calhoun in the outskirts of this city. 
Being unable to stop the maddened ani- 
mal, he began a search for the missing 
occupants of the vehicle. A short distance 
further up the road ke came upon a hor- 
rible sight. Face upward in the road lay 
the dead body of Miss Ging, hey head lit- 
erally beaten to a jelly, the ground being 
soaked with blood and dirt and clotted 
blood besmearing her hair and clothing. 

Horrified, the young man hastened to 
the nearest police station and a detail of 
officers were quickly dispatched to bring 
in the remains. When the woman’s body 
was taken to the morgue it was recog- 
nized as Miss Ging and the cause of the 
death was a pistol bullet which entered 
her head back of the right ear, passing 
through the brain and lodging in her left 
eye. Numerous cuts and bruises, evidently 
made with the butt of the pistol, were 
found all over her head, face and neck 
and under her chin were plainly visible 
the deep imprints of finger-nails, where 
the dastard had clutched his victim while 
beating her senseless form. 

An investigation was begun at once 
and the police are still actively engaged 
on the case, but so far no light has been 
thrown upon the mystery. It is known 
that early in the evening Miss Ging hired 
the horse and carriage and drove away 
alone. This is the last time she was seén 
alive by anyone, so far as yet known. 
Late in the evening the horse walked 
back to the stable, drawing the empty 
carriage which was found to contain a 
pool of blood, the seat cushions being also 


j saturated. The position of the body when 


found in the road, the location of the 
wounds, the blood in the carriage and 
bloody marks on one of the traces, all 
go to show thet the woman was murdered 
by some person who had beer sitting be- 
side her in the carriage and that this 
— had then thrown the body into the 
road. 

A young man named Harry T. Hayward, 
who was said to have had business deal- 
ings with the murdered woman, was ex- 
amined by the police in a most vigorous 
manner for several hours last night. He 
admitted having had dealings with Miss 
Ging, and said that he had loaned her at 
various times large sums of money. He 
held her personal notes for $5000, and 
stated that she had not long ago taken out 
an insurance policy of $5000, which was as- 
signed to him. Beyond this no informa- 
tion of note was secured from Hayward, 
who strongly protested his innocence of 
any knowledge of the crime. 

Miss Ging, who has connections in Au- 
burn, N. Y., has been in this city for 
some time and had worked up a lucrative 
business as a dressmaker. She had been 
known to carry large sums of money on 
her person on several occasions of late. 
One of the most important facts yet 
learned that Miss Ging drew $7000 from 
a safe deposit vault Monday and that no 
trace of this money can be found. This 
strengthens the theory that she was killed 
for money. “Others think it to be a love 
affair and that murder was prompted by 
jealousy. No arrests have yet been made, 
but the theory that it was the culmination 
of a lovers’ quarrel is based on the fact 
that it is known to a number of persons 
who are familiar with her movements of 
late that she had been in the habit of often 
driving. out alone and picking up her com- 
panion at some point in the outskirts of 
the city, and for this reason the police are 
bending every energy toward locating this 
person. | 

Mayor Eustis is holding the investiga- 
tion, and large rewards have been offered 
for the apprehension of the murderer. One 
of Miss Ging’s numerous admirers was 
Fred I. Reid, at present manager of a de- 
partment store in St. Paul. Reid was 
engaged to her at one time, but broke 
his engagement with her without giving 
her any explanation, and even sent an of- 
ficer to secure his diamond ring, which 
she refused to surrender. 

One of the first things which the police 
learned was that lately several notes had 
been sent to Miss Ging by a man who al- 
ways summoned a messenger from the 
Nicollet House, and that she received one 
of the notes yesterday. The messenger was 
located, and on visiting Miss Ging’s room 
pointed out the picture of Harvey Axford, 
local manager for an Eastern clothing firm, 
as that of the man who had sent the notes. 
Axford was placed in the sweatbox, but 
when his wife proved that she had given 
Miss Ging Axford’s photograph, Axford 
was dismissed. If he wrote notes they 

nothing to do with the murder. 
BORN AT AUBURN, N. Y. 

SYRACUSE (N. Y.,) Dec. 5.—Catharine 
Ging, who was mufdered at Minneapolis, 
was born in Auburn about thirty yedrs agg 
ago. She left Auburn twelve years ago 
and came to this city, where she and her 
twin sister were dressmakers. She re- 
mained here a year or two and then went 
back to Auburn, thence, eight years ago, 
to Minneapolis. The woman had an excel-

FORGOT HERSELF. 


PLIGHT OF A DETROIT WOMAN 
FOR EIGHT YEARS. 


Her Memory is Restored to Her by 
Reading an Account of Her 
Son’s Mixed Fam- 
ily ations.

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Mrs. Persis Anna 
Hartsig disappeared in Detroit eight years 
ago ahd 4 body picked up on the railroad 
tracks near that place, horribly mangled, 
was identified by Mrs. Hartsig’s relatives 
and buried by them. A few days ago the 
real Mrs. Hartsig walked into the office 
of her son, B. A. Hartsig, in the Security 
building. 

The story told by Lewis W. Hartsig, a 
son of the missing woman, is a very ro- 
mantic one. He says that his mother, to- 
gether with his father and six children, 
lived in Detroit eight years ago, and that 
his mother was mentally deranged on ac- 
count of ill-health. The family decided to 
send her to the Pontiac Lunatic Asylum, 
and from there she escaped. Mrs. Hartsig 
was not a Gangerous lunatic, but the fam- 
ily thought it best to return her to the 
asylum; as the physicians had hoped that 
they might finally restore her reason. Mrs. 
Hartsig discovered what was about to take 
place, and, on the night before her con- 
templated removal, she esoaped, and this 
was the last seen of her by any member of 
her family until a week ago. 

The day following her disappearance the 
body of a woman was discovered dead on 
the tracks of the Detroit and Michigan 
road, twenty miles tram Detroit. The body 
was in a mangled Corfition, and the. clath- 
ing literally tofm from the womah’s form. 
The Hartsig family were notified and iden- 
tified the body as that of their mother. 
A Detroit dentist also identified the gold 
plate of the false teeth which were in the 
mouth of the dead woman as those sold 
to Mrs. Hartsig. The body was taken in 
charge by the Hartsigs and given a deeent 
burial. Mrs. Hartsig owned property in 
Detroit, which is valued at $5000, and her 
will was duly probated and the rents of 
the property have been since collected by 
James E. Hartsig, her husband. 

Mrs. Hartsig, in telling her story to her 
family after their happy reunion, said that 
she traveled by r&il to Benton Harbor, 
Mich., and was taken in charge by the po- 
lice on account of her strange actions. 
The authorities placed her in a sanitarium 
at Benton Harbor for twelve monhts, and 
she was then pronounced cured. But Mrs. 
Hartsig, during her last attack of insan- 
ity, had forgotten her name, and there was 
nothing about bei clothing or jewelry by 
which she could identify herself. She de- 
cided to come to Chicago, secured a situa- 
tion as nurse in Hvanston about seven 
years ago, and has remained in Evanston 
ever since, and had amassed a small for- 
tune in that city. 

Mrs. Hartsig was reading a newspaper 
a week ago, her son says, and happened to 
see the name of E. A. Hartsig, which was 
the name of her son. rtsig has been 
indicted on a charge of forgery. . 
Hartsig at once e of all 
her faculties. She Fecognized the name 
as hers and the {initials as those of her 
son. She went at once to the Criminal 
Court and found that E. A. Hartsig had 
been released on bail. She secured his 
address and went at once to the Security 
building and walked into the office, where 
she found her son and also her daughter 
Rose, who recognized the mother imme- 
diately. While in the office another son, 
Lewis H., entered. There was still an- 
other person to whom “the strange re- 
appearance came as a surprise and this 
was Hartsig, the husband. He is 50 
years old and, thinking his wife dead, had 
married again in Detroit. He has also 
one child by the second marriage and a 
very complicated state of affairs exists in 
his household. Mrs. Hartsig, her son 
Lewis says, has stated that she would ap- 
ply for a divorce, so as to cause no em- 
barrassment to the young wife with whom 
Hartsig is now Riving. 

Mrs. Hartsig, together with her daugh- 
ter Rose, is now on a visit to her aged 
mother, Mrs. Dowe, Who is very wealthy 
and lives in Savannah, III., and Mrs. 
Hartsig thinks that she will take up her 
residence at that place. Mrs. Dowe could 
never believe her daughter was dead and 
there has been a reward of $1000 out for 
the past eight years for information con- 
cerning the missing woman.

The Radi- 
cals are furious that the monarch did not 
come to the Parliament, but, instead, 
called the Reichstag to the castle for the 
ceremony. The course of His Majesty, the 
Freisinnige Zeitung, says, shows how mod- 
est a part Parliament holds in Germany. 
Emperor William delivered his speech 
from the throne. It was as follows: 
“Honorable Gentlemen: In the name of 
my exalted allies I bid you welcome at the 
beginning of your constitutional work. 
You will transfer your labors to your new 
home, which, after ten years of earnest 
work, is now upon the point of comple- 
tion, a monument of our national industry. 
May God’s blessing rest upon the house, 
and may the greatness and welfare of the 
empire be the goal for which all who are 
called upon to work within its walls will 
aim with self-denying loyalty. I entertain 
this wish all the more strongly in view of 
the economic and social and political tasks 
which must be solved with your co-opera- 


on. 

“Faithful to the traditions of our an- 
cestors, my exalted allies and myself re- 
gard it as our foremost duty to the state 
to protect the working classes and to as- 
sist them in obtaining higher economic and 
moral development. The federal govern- 
ments will continue their efforts to pro- 
mote feelings of content among the peo- 
ple by mitigating economic social differ- 
e 


neces. 

“But if these efforts are to succeed, it 
appears necessary to expose more effec- 
tually than hitherto the pernicious con- 
duct of those who attempt to disturb ex- 
ecutive power in the fulfillment of its 
duty. Experience has shown that the ex- 
isting legislation does not afford the 
means required by the fedéral government. 
You will therefore consider measures sup- 
plementing our common law and a neces- 
sary bill will be submitted to you without 
delay which, chiefly by extending Bix: pres- 
ent penal provisions, will increase the 
protection of public order. I entertain the 
confident hope that you will lend your en 
ergetic co-operation to this serious task.’ 

His Majesty next alluded to the preju- 
dicial effect of the abuses of Boerse spec- 
ulation upon national prosperity, and said 
that, to remedy these eyils, a bill was be- 
ing prepared, which would probably be 
submitted during the course of the ses- 
sion. Continuing, the Emperor said: 

“The same is the ase in regard to a 
bill which is intended to protect the trad- 
ing community against competition which 
does not scruple to employ unfair means, 
and which will contribute to strengthen- 
ing confidence in business and commerce. 
In consequence of. the financial system, to 
the disadvantage of several States, which, 
instead of receiving, as heretofore, a 
surplus from the imperial revenues, havé 
been called upon to contribute to.the im. 
perial expenditures, the creation of suc 
sources of revenue has become n 
This oppressive state of affairs can onl 
be partially remedied by an increase o 
the stamp tax, and the opening of other 
fresh sources renders the revenue indis- 
pensable. To this end a bill for, the re- 
form of the tobacco taxation will be sub- 
mitted to you. 

“To my lively satisfaction, my confi- 
dence in the maintenance of Buropean 
peace has been further strengthened dur- 
ing the past few years. Faithful to the 
spirit of our aliiances, we cultivate 
friendly relations with all the powers. 
During the course of the last two months 
two neighboring empires have been deeply 
stirred by grave events. Germany has 
sincerely joined in the sympathy which 
was evinced on all sides; and which once 
more gave evidence of the solidity of the 
human feeling and the peaceful wishes. 
In the death of the Emperor of Russia I 
deplore the loss of a friend and a tried 
co-operator in works of .“ 

Emperor William's delivery of this 
speech was impressive, and was accom- 
panied by gestures. Several times he 
raised his voice and looked sternly around, 
especially at the passage in regard to the 
agrarian question and.to the revolution- 
ists, and at his pathetic reference to the 


late Czar. 
ajesty afterwards went to the 


His M 
Reichstag building in order to formally 
perform the ceremony of laying its corner- 
stone, which is combined with the dedica- 
tion of the building and the forma! opening 
of the new session of the Reichstag. 

Immense crowds of people were gathered 
along the route and outside the new build- 
ing, and cheered the Emperor and the 
German princes on their way there and 
upon their arrival. Prince Hohenlohe, the 
Chancellor, and Field Marshal Blumenthal, 
chief of the general staff of the Prussian 
army, who is about 80 years of age, were 
accorded an especially warm reception. 

The imperial carriages arrived at the 
new Reichstag building at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. The portals set aside for the 
royal and imperial princés were alone 
used. The portal opposite the Column of 
Victory was conspicuous from the fact that 
it was decorated with a velvet canopy. 

The weather was raw and blustering, but 
this did not deter immense crowds of peo- 
ple from gathering everywhere in the 
neighborhood of the new building. 

The dedication ceremonies passed off 
without a hitch. The scene was most bril- 
liant.. A huge dias had been constructed 
for the use of the imperial family and 
highly-favored guests, and over it was a 
canopy topped by the imperial crown. Be- 
neath this canopy the Emperor and Em- 
press and the German princes were gath- 
ered. Opposite this structure were the mil- 
itary and other notables, as well as the 
members of the diplomatic corps. 

Prince Hohenlohe, when everything was 
ready, advanced toward the Emperor with 
agile step and asked His Majesty’s permis- 
sion for the ceremonies to begin. The 
Prince spoke in a clear, but strident voice. 

The ceremony was a tedious affair, all 
the participants climbing down from the 
dias to the stone and giving it three taps. 
At the conclusion of this ceremony three 
‘thochs” for the Emperor were given, the 
band played the national anthem, and His 
Majesty and the imperial party retired to 
an inner chamber of the Reichstag build- 
ing. The crowds then gradually dispersed, 
while the Emperor inspected the building 
thoroughly under the guidance of Herr 
Wallett, the chief architect. The absence 
of Von Caprivi, the former Chancellor, 
from today’s ceremonies, was much com- 
mented on.

FOUR ENGAGEMENTS WITH THE 
| CHINESE. 


Over Forty Japanese Killed at So- 
kado—Rumors of a Ten Days’ 
Armistice are Denied— 
China Fears Winter.

HIROSHIMA, Dec. 5.—A dispatch from 
Field Marshal Yamagata, dated Antong, 
December 3, says that a Japanese scouting 
party, sent in the direction of Ling-Shang- 
Kwang, engaged the Chinese outposts on 
the summit of Motien-Ling November 15. 
One Japanese soldier was killed and three 
wounded. The scouting party was rein- 
forced and occupied a position at Sokako, 
where it was attacked by the enemy in 
— force. Over forty Japanese were 
A company of infantry sent to recon- 
nioter Kwan-Tien and Saibarhu was at- 
tacked by a large force of Chinese Novem- 
ber 20, at Tascowan and compelled to re- 
treat with the loss of several killed. 
Field Marshal Yamagata adds that meas- 
ures have been taken to clear the country 
around Kwan-Tien and Saibarhu. Detach- 
ments under Gen. Tachima and Col. Nis- 
seynia have reached their destinations 
after slight resistence. They attacked the 
enemy at Saikabon November 23, and com- 


pelled the Chinese troops to retire. Two 


detachments are now returning to Antong. 
ARMING THE EMPRESSBS. 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Dec. 5.—A repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press inter- 
viewed Canadian PaPcific officials today 
regarding the reports now in circulation 
that the three steamers ot the magnificent 
Empress line are to be immediately con- 
verted into armed cruisers; in accordance 
with the term .of the subsidy from the 
British government and that the vessels 
will be held in oriental waters in view of 
possible cvents in the present war. 

The officials all denied the report, but 
the officers of the Empress of China threw 
light upon the subject. Ever since the 
Empresses have been on the route their 
guns have been in the arsenal at Hong- 
Kong, but were never placed in position 
as the mountings are not there. ‘The lat- 
ter have now arrived, being somewhat 
hurried out from England on account of 
the war. When last in Hong-Kong, Com- 
mander Boys inspected the Empress of 
China and intimated that on her return to 
that port guns would be placed on her as 
well as the other Empresses and that they 
would be armed in the future. They will 
carry three five-inch guns each, besides 
ordinary small arms. = 

Sir Charlés Hibbert Tupper, Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries, is expected here to- 
morrow to discuss the sealing and salmon 
questions. 

A TEN DAYS’ ARMISTICE. 7 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 5.—It is rumored here 
that a ten days’ armistice has been ar- 
ranged between China and Japan. It is 
said that the terms of peace, which are 
still under consideration, are to include 
an iffiemnity, and the formation of a buf- 
fer state consisting of the country now 
held by the Japanese. China now fears 
the winter more than Japan, as the sup- 
plies of rice have been kept back too long. 

THE STORY’ DENIED. 

LONDON, Dec. 5.—The opinion in official 
circles here is that there is no truth in 
the report cabled from Shanghai that a 
ten-days’ armistice has been arranged be- 
tween China and Japan. It is added that 
all indications point to the contrary. 

THD BALTIMORE AT CHEE FOO. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Admiral Car- 
penter today cabled notice of the arrival 
of the United States steamer Baltimore at 
Chee Foo to the Navy Department.

Summing-up of the B the Respective Sides 
in the Hatch Case. a 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WOODLAND, Dec. 5.—At no time during 
the trial of striker Hatch has the attend- 
ance been so large as last night and today.

AN INSURANCE FIGHT. 


The ‘‘Non-intercourse” Rule in Ef- 
- fect at Frisco. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. . 

SAN FRANCISCO,. Dec. 5.—Arthur E. 
Magill, the Pacific Coast manager of the 
Home Insurance Company of New York 
and of the Phoenix Insurance Company of 
Hartford, has withdrawn ‘from the Pa- 
cific Insurance Union and his resignation 
means a very bitter fight, consequent upon 
his determination to cut rates. The “non- 
intercourse’’ rule was put into effect 
against Magill once. This rule is in 
the nature of a boycott and prevents all 
other insurance companies on the Pacific 
Coast from accepting business through 
Magill’s companies or sharing business in 
the line of reinsurance with either of his 
companies. This does not cut the Home 
and the Phoenix off entirely, as they can 
still do business direct with the insured, 
but in the case of large lines, which are 
always broken up by reinsurance, the 
companies will have hard work placing 
their risks. Being untrammeled, Magill 
may now cut rates and there may be a 
lively scramble for business. 

In the matter of rate-cutting, union 
members can take a hand, as one of the 
rules adopted only a few months ago per- 
mits a union member to cut the rate in 
order to secure a risk written by a non- 
union member. In such case the risk se- 
cured is dividéd up among the union mem- 
bers, thereby decreasing the individual 
risk. 


THEY MEANT VIOLENCE. 


Testimony Reviving the Incidents of 
the Yolo County Strike. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—During to- 
day’s proceedings in the trial of Mayne 
and Cassidy, the A.R.U. strikers from Palo 
Alto, the most important witness was 
Frank G. Reed, an A.R.U. man from Red- 
ding, who was one of the strikers and who 
rode from Redding to Sacramento on the 
special train which bore Mrs. Stanford, 
during the neat of the strike. He told how, 
upon his arrival at Sacramento, he was 
given a gun and directed by the A.R.U. 
leaders to go to the Yolo bridge. On bis 
way he was detained by a guard until he 
gave the A.R.U. password. 

He crossed the bridge to the strikers’ 
camp and there he found a score of A.R.U. 
men. They were armed. He asked them 
what they were going to do. We are go- 
ing to stop the first train that comes 
along,“ was the answer. Reed asked how 
they were going to de it. One man replied 
that they were going to pop the engineer, 
whereupon Reed replied that he was not 
in it, and was cursed for his refusal to 
stay. Reed then started back toward Sac- 
ramento, and, after going a little way, 
threw his gun over a fence into a pasture. 

Reed, who is again in the employ of the 
Southern Pacific, gave similar testimony 
against Worden in the trial at Woodland.

ANOTHER BLOW. 


Germany to Increase the Duty on 
American Cottonseed Oil. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Germany has 
taken the initiative step toward curtailing 
the importation of another American 
product in the proposition now before the 
Bundesrath to enormously increase the 
duty on cottonseed oil. The proposition is 
to increase the present duty, which is $1, 
to $2.50, equivalent to a duty of 250 per 
cent., and as the proposition is supported 
by the combined Agrarian and Protection- 
ist industrial parties, there can be little 
doubt that it will succeed. 

The subject is treated at length in a re- 
port to the State Department by United 
States Consul Merritt in Bremen. He says 
that in future cottonseed oil, and  oil- 
nuts and seeds will pay a high duty. The 
raising of the duty is supported by th. 
report that its use for food purposes rose 
from 142,000 pounds in 1885, to 200,000 
pounds, and over in 1893. By means of 
simple processes of refining, cottonseed 
oil can be turned into sweet oil, and is 
used to a great extent in the manufactur. 
— —— butter and also preservation of 

sh. 


“All this means in good German,” says 
the Consul, that one pretends te strike 
at cottonseed oil and means to strike ou 
oleomargarine. If officially drugged so a: 
to be unfit for transformation into food 
the oil will be admitted at a much lowe: 
rate. The result will be a considerable 
increase in the price of the material for th 
manufacture of oleomargarine, but unlik 
our manufacturers, the Germans have not 
succeeded in proving the oil from the seed 
fit for such purposes.”’

THE SUGAR SQUABBLE. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The President 
today sent to Congress the statement of 
the German contention in reference to the 
discrimination against the importation in 
the United States of German sugars, to 
which reference was made in his message 
to Congress. The statement is in the form 
of a letter from Secretary Gresham to the 
President. In substance this is a recital 
of the German protest made August 21 
last against the additional duty of one- 
tenth of 1 cent per pound Imposed by the 
Wilson act on sugars imported from 
bounty-paying countries.

„oom PROSPECTS FOR THE NIC- 


ARAGUA CANAL. 


Now that the political pot has boiled 
and has been carried off into the wood- 
shed to await the next general picnic, 
a couple of years from now, we have 
a chance to turn our attention to the 
‘question of developing the resources 
of the country and getting its finances 
into shape. There is nothing of greater 


‘{mportance in this direction than the 


construction of the Nicaragua Canal, 
an improvement the importance of 
Which The Times has urged, in season 
and out of season, for a number of 
years. It is pleasing to note that this 
subject is beginning to attract the se- 
rious attention of statesmen through- 
out the country, regardless of party. 
Indeed, it is no party question, nor 
should there be any attempt to make 
it so. 

There is a strong undercurrent of 
opinion among members of Cofigress 
that the Nicaragua Canal will receive 
very earnest consideration during the 
gession of Congress which began on 
Monday. The feeling is especially 
pronounced in the House and prevails 
particularly among the Southern mem- 
bers. Mr. Cooper of Florida says 
nothing could restore the popularity 
of the Democratic party so much as a 
bill amthorizing the construction of 
the canal. On the other hand the Re 
publican members of the House say 
that if the Democrats do not act on 
the bill the Republicans are sure to 
take it up and get all the credit. 

Thus, with a healthy rivalry on the 


‘ subject between the two parties, we 


have every encouragement to believe 


that something definite will be done 
in this direction during the present ses- 
sion. As Mr. Miller said, when he was 
in Los Angeles, the completion of this 
canal would double the value of every 
acre of land on the Pacific Coast, nor 
would its benefits be confined to this 
Coast. By no means. The entire 


Country would share in the advantages 


sponsible ruler is 


that would accrue to producers, con- 
sumers and the public generally from 
the construction of this short and 
cheap route between the Atlantic and 
the Pacific. If some of our windy Cali- 
fornia statesmen, whose chief stock 
in trade is stereotyped abuse of the 
‘Bouthern Pacific Company, would de- 
Vote a little of their time—and wind 
to the promotion of the Nicaragua 
Canal enterprise, they would disap- 
point the railroad company and help 
the people considerably more than 
they are ever likely to do by the pres- 
ent method. 


SUSPENDED BY A HAIR. 


One of the peculiar features of 
monarchical government to those who 
live under a republic is the manner 
in which the mere whim of an irre- 
permitted to in- 
fluence the course of public events. 
Because a meal has happened to dis- 
agree with the soveréign, great wars 
have been waged, which have changed 
the map of Europe. We all know that 
such has been the case in the past, 
and we expect to find such a state of 
affairs in the barbarous countries of 
the East today, but it seems strange 
to us in this country that intelligent 
Buropeans in these later days of the 
nineteenth century should submit to 
be at the mercy of any young man’s 
freaks and fancies. 

Take, for instance, that eccentric 
young fellow, the Emperor of Ger- 
many. He undoubtedly has some 
Streaks of common sense in his com- 
position, but when he begins to get on 
his dignity, or to talk about his rights 
as a divinely appointed sovereign, he 
becomes as interesting as a circus, 
from a rapuhlican point of view. 
Quite recently a little incident oc- 
curred which may have the effect be- 
fore long of making important changes 
in the position of the European powers 
toward each other, and, possibly, the 
overturning of present alliances. The 
young Emperor is one of the greatest 
stitklers for court etiquette and all 
that sort of thing among the crowned 
heads of Europe. His relative, the 
Prince of Wales, on the other hand, 
is the most easy-going among the 
European royalties. Emperor William 
almost sleeps in his uniform, while 
the Prince of Wales is never so happy 
as when lounging in comfortable ciyil- 
lan costume with a few boon com- 
panions, It seems that last summer, 
when the Kaiser visited England dur- 
ing the yachting regatta at Cowes, 
he left suddenly in a huff because the 
Prince of Wales actually expected him 
to associate with the party whom he 
had invited to stay with him during 
the regatta. They were nice people, 
and quite aristocratic people, but they 
were not good enough for young Will- 
7am. to associate. with on terms of 
oquelity, or at least he thought so, 
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and so he cut his visit short and went 
back to Germany. Since then there 
has been a condition of strained re- 
lations between the Berlin and Lon- 
don foreign offices, and Germany has 
more than once gone out of its way to 
oppose the foreign policy of Great 
Britain. The next chapter in this 
serio-comedy brings us to St. Peters- 
burg, where the Prince of Wales, 
among other royalties, attended the 


every precedent the Czar Nicholas 
should have walked alone in the street 
procession as a chief and solitary 
mourner behind his father’s coffin. It 
was so arranged by the officials, and 
they were paralyzed with amazement 
when Czar Nicholas beckoned to the 
Prince of Wales to come and walk be- 
side him. Before the day was over 
every court of Europe had learned this 
and was busily figuring on its possible 
) significance. Since then this demon- 
strative favoritism has been so marked 
and constant that nobody doubts that 
it was intended to be noticed. Natur- 
ally it is considered in connection with 
Lord Rosebery’s Guild Hall speech 
about the new and warm friendship 
with Russia, and the result is some 
thing almost like a panic in continen- 
tal governing circles. One could not 
wish a clearer revelation than this 
supplies of the quicksands and totter- 
ing piles on which the fabric of Euro- 
pean peace continues to rest. Alarmed 
imaginations already see England join- 
ing the Franco-Prussian alliance, tak- 
ing her protege, Italy, with her, and 


and naked to their enemies. 

On such slight threads as these does 
the peace of Europe hang. Surely, 
whatever we have to complain of in 
the way of hard times, and an un- 
satisfactory administration, and polit- 
ical corruption, Americans should at 
least be thankful that they do not live 
under a form of government which 
depends almost entirely upon the ca- 
price of a single individual—an or- 
dinary mortal, just like the rest of 
us. The next question is: How long 
will the intelligent people of Western 
Europe be content to put up with such 
a condition of affairs? Surely not for 
long. They must feel always like 
Damocles, as he sat under the sword 
suspended by a single hair. 


ON THE FIRST STEAM PRESS. 


The 29th of November, 1894— 
Thanksgiving Day—was the eightieth 
anniversary of the steam printing 
press, another cause for thanksgiving. 
On that day the Kansas City Times 
reproduced, through the kindness of 
Mr. Marco Morrow of Springfield, O., 
two editorials from the London Times, 
the first ever printed on a steam press: 

(From the London Times, Novem- 
ber 29, 1814:) Our journal of this 
day presents to the ‘public the 


practical results of the greatest 
improvement connected with print- 
ing since the discovery of art 


itself. The reader of this paragraph 
now holds in his hands one of the 
many thousands impressions of the 
Times newspaper which were taken 
off last night by a mechanical appara- 
tus. A system of machinery, almost 
organic, has been devised and ar- 
ranged, which, while it relieves the 
human frame of its most laborious ef- 
forts in printing, far exceeds all hu- 
man powers in rapidity and dispatch. 
That the magnitude of the invention 
may be appreciated by its effects, we 
may inform the public that, after the 
letters are placed by the compositors, 
and inclosed in what is called ‘the 
form,’ little more remains for man to 
do than to attend upon and watch 
this unconscious agent in its opera- 
lions. The machine is then merely 
supplied with paper. Itself places the 
form, inks it, adjusts the paper to the 
newly-inked type, stamps the sheet, 
and gives it forth to the hands of the 
attendant, at the same time withdraw- 
ing the form for a fresh coat of ink, 
which itself again distributes to meet 
the ensuing sheet, now advancing for 
impression; and the whole of these 
complicated acts is performed with 
such a velocity and simultaneousness 
of movement that no less than 1100 
sheets are impressed in one hour. 
That the completion of an invention of 
this kind, not the effect of chance, 
but the result of mechanical conibina- 
tions, methodically arranged in the 
mind of the artist, should be attended 
with many obstructions and much de- 
lay may be readily admitted. Our 
share in the event has, indeed, only 
been the application of the discovery, 
under agreement with the patentees, to 
our own particular business; yet few 
can conceive, even with its limited in- 
terest, the various disappointments 
and deep anxiety to Which we have 
for a long course of time been sub- 
jected. 

Ot the person who made this dis- 
covery, we have but little to add.. Sir 
Christopher Wren’s noblest monument

he erected; so is the best tribute of 
praise which we are capable of offer- 
ing to the invefitor of the printing 
machine, comprised in the description 
which we have feebly sketched of the 
powers and utility of the invention. 
It must suffice to say further that he 
is a Saxon by birth, that his name is 
Konig, and that the invention has 
been executed under the direction of 
his friend and companion, Bauer.” 

The London Times of July 29, 1847, 
upon the death of John Walter, the 
second (father of the John Walter who 
died November 3 of this year,) pub 
lished an account of Mr. Waiter's ef- 
forts to perfect a steam press. As 
early as 1804 Walter began negotia- 
tions with mechanics. A compositor 
named Martyn completed a model for 
Walter, but the pressmen of London 
made life such a burden to him that 
he abandoned the undertaking. | 

Konig, the Saxon, who finally per- 
fected a model, worked on his press 
in secret, and finally set it up in a 
building adjoining the Times office. 
The Times says (July 29, 1847:) 

“The night in which this curious ma- 
chine was first brought into use in its 
new abode was one of great anxiety 
and even alarm. The suspicious press- 
men had threatened destruction to 
any one whose invention might sus- 
pend their employment, ‘destruction 
to him and his traps.’ They were di- 
rected to wait for expected news from 
the continent. It was about 6 o’clock 
in the morning when Mr. Walter went 
into the pressroom and astonished its 
occupants by telling them that the 
Times was already printed by steam; 
that, if they attempted violence, there 
was a force ready to suppress it; but, 
if they were peaceable, their wages 
would be continued to every one of 
them till a similar employment could 
be procured. The promise was no 
doubt faithfu'ly performed; and, hav- 
ing so said, he distributed several cop- 
ies among them. Thus was this most 
hazardous enterprise undertaken and 
successfully carried through, and 
printing by steam, on an almost gi- 
gantic scale, given to the world.” 


A correspondent, writing to The 
Times, propounds the following ques- 
tion: | 

“If an American goes to England, 
marries an English woman, lives there 
a number of years, has children, and 
they come to this country before they 
are of age, to reside, is it necessary 
for them to take out naturalization 
papers to become citizens?“ 

The Times does not remember to 
have seen the point raised before in 
precisely this form. It is of opinion, 
however, that sec. 2172 of the United 
States Statutes would apply to the 
case in question. That section of the 
law, though designed to apply to the 
children of naturalized aliens, broadly 
declares that “the children of persons 
who now are, or haye been, citizens 
of the United States shall, though born 
out of the limits and jurisdiction of 
the United States, be considered as 
citizens thereof.” This clause of the 
law appeays to render it unnecessary 
to take out papers in such cases as the 
one cited. 


The chief dependence of the Ameri- 
can farmer is, and must remain, upon 
the home market for the profitable 
sale of his products. The most prof- 
itable farm products are too perishable 
for shipment across the sea, and must 
find a market in the United States or 
none at all. American wheat, if sent 
abroad, must compete with Indian 
wheat, which is produced by penny-a- 
day labor. Tariff protection in build- 
ing up American manufactures, also 
builds up American husbandry, by in- 
creasing the extent and the purchas- 
ing power of the domestic market for 
farm products. One of the essential 
differences between protection and 
free trade is that the former regards 
the home market as of the first im- 
portance, while the latter would sacri- 
fice the home market to gain a foot- 
hold in the uncertain and impover- 
ished “markets of the world.” 


It is esfimated that about one-third 
of the area of the United States is de- 
ficient in the amount of rainfall neces- 
sary for the ordinary crops. This arid 
area aggregates over 1,250,000 square 
miles, and embraces the most produc- 
tive portion of the habitable globe. 
It is time that systematic and intelli- 
gently-directed efforts were made look- 
ing to the reclamation of these vast 
areas of arid land, which require only 
the magic touch of water to transform 
them into the richest and most produc- 
tive regions of the earth. There is 
water enough, and more than enough, 
going to waste every year to accom- 
plish the desired results. All that is 
needed is that this water be held back 
from waste, and diverted to places 
where it will do the most good. No 
economic or political question before 
the people exceds this one in impor- 
tance. 3

THE NEW CHARTER. 


‘SYNOPSIS OF THE AMENDMENTS 
TO BE SUBMITTED., 


The Oitinens“ Committee Did not Get 
Everything it Wanted, but, 
Made Consider able 
Progress. 


Mr. G. J. Griffith has prepared the follow- 
ing synopsis and review of the new char- 
ter amendments: 7 

The city of Los Angeles has been gov- 
erned for the last six years under a char- 
ter, which, while it was undoubtedly an 
improveinent on the previously-existing or- 
ganic law, was made at a time when the 
inflation, unnatural growth and uncom- 
mon condition of all affairs in the city 
rendered the task of making a charter 
for future government very difficult, on 
account of the great change of conditions 
which must necessarily take place. While 
no just criticism of the result of the la- 
bors of the board of freeholders which 
prepared the present charter can be made, 
the experience of the past few years has 
demonstrated that the charter is inade- 
quate in many respects, among the promi- 
nent points being the payment of salaries 
to some officials which are larger than 
the requirements of the offices and the 
| current demand for such services warrant 

at the present time, but which were prob- 
ably abou’ right at the time they were 
made; also a laxity of construction in de- 
fining and prescribing the duties of offi- 
cials which has permitted incompetent, 
careless or designing men so great a lati- 
tude in the administration of public of- 
fices as to burden the city with an ex- 
pense for the management of current 
and ordinary affairs far out of proportion 
to the services rendered, and also to per- 
mit the efficiency of. the public service to 
reack a very low ebb.. Another grave fault 
of the present charter is that it fails in 
every way to provide for the placing. of 
responsibility for inefficiency and extrava- 
gance. The present Council has been ham- 
pered in its management of city affairs 
by the faults of the charter, and, recogniz- 
ing the desirability of improvement 
therein, set to work some few months 
since to prepare amendments; and the 
Citizens’ League, pursuing its policy of 
assisting and encouraging anything and 
everything that will tend to enhance the 
welfare of the city, offered its services in 
the work. Through its efforts a committee 
consisting of three of its members, and 
three from each of the following organiza- 
t ons, the Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade and the Merchants’ Association, 
was created to co-operate with thé Usun- 
cil committee in preparing charter amend- 
ments. Nearly four months’ time has 
been spent in this work, and the result of 
their le»ors is now before the people for 
their ratification. The proposed amend- 
ments are not in all respects what the 
members of the Citizens’ Committee hoped 
and endeavored to procure, as the mem- 
bers of the Council, with whom the final 
decision rested, could not be convinced of 
the desirability of adopting the proposi- 
tions advanced in their entirety, but the 
modifications made are a long stride in 
the direction of the objects sought; and as 
the charter, if amended as proposed, will 
be a great improvement on the present 
city law, its adoption by the people is a 
most desirable object to be attained. 

There have some changes made in 
the number of offices, notably the abolish- 
ment of the offices of assessor and tax col- 
lector. Besides these, the number of 
school directors is reduced by two, the 
sealer of weights and measures is dropped, 
and a building commission is established. 
The abolition of the two former offices 
needs little comment here, as it has long 
been a generally-accepted conclusion that 
the money spent in théir maintenance 
was à large, useless expense to the city 
because of the fact that the work done by 
them is but a repetition of that done by 
county officials, and, the saving which 
the doing away with them will effect will 
be considered later on.. The office of sealer 
of weights and measures was such a use- 
less one that the Council has long since 
practically done away with it by ordi- 
nance. The ‘building commission is a 
much-needed addition to the city govern- 
ment, as the administration of this de- 
partment under the present method is far 
from satisfactory, and there have been 
some sad blunders ‘made. This commis- 
sion will be composed of men of approved 
character and ability, and must be chosen 
from those professions wherein member- 
ship is a guarantee of the possession of 
such technical Knowledge as members of 
such a commission should possess, and its 
presence in the city government will cost 
nothing, ‘for, like all other commissions, 
its members are not paid. 

Quite a change is made in the number 
of officers who are to be elected, and the 
experience of many other cities much 
larger than ours is a guarantee that these 
changes will be greatly for the better. It 
is here that the question of responsibility 
cuts a large figure. When the mayor is 
elected and is surrounded by a corps of 
officials who dre also elected, the office of 
chief magistrate virtually loses all of its 
positive usefulness to the community and 
retains only the negative quality of use 
which may be manifested in an occasional 
veto. Officials who are elected by the 
people are very liable to think that they 
are entirely independent of all save the 
general public and are answerable only 
to that, and in these cases the general 
public is more or less of a vague, inde- 
finable quantity, possessing neither the 
power nor the will to correct errors or 
right abuses, except by now and then 
refusing to re-elect to office some man 
whose misconduct has been particularly 
flagrant, or whose incompetency is glar- 
ingly apparent, and when the time comes 
when even this feeble and ineffective 
remedy may be applied, the mischief is 
already done and the people’s money has 
been squandered. But under the pro- 
posed arrangement, the elective officers 
are made very few, and they are only 
those offices whose functions are purely 
administrative or legislative—such offices 
as circumstances do or may require to be 
entirely independent of all others, while 
all offices, the management of which re- 
quires the exercise of technical ability 
only and do not demand the use of judg- 
ment, discrimination or discretion in their 
conduct, in short whose duties are of a 
routine nature, are made appointive, and 
in such a way that incompetence or un- 
scrupulousness in their management may 
be at once remedied by removal by the 
appointing powers, and the people may 
thereby be relieved of the burden which 
the bad official places upon them, instead 
of ng compelled to wait for the expira- 
tion of a term of office, during which time 
of waiting the abuses complained of are 
always continued and often augmented, 
The benefit which this change will bring, 
not only in money saved but in improved 
and increased efficiency as well, is prac- 
tically incalculable. The only elected offi- 
cers will be mayor, city attorney, treas- 
urer, councilmen and school directors. All 
others will either be appointed by the 
mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
council, or will be appointed by a com- 
mission which will itself be appointed by 
the mayor under the same approvuai, so 
that in any event the responsibility is lo- 
cated definitély in some one place. 

A very important and valuable amend- 
ment which has been proposed is that 
providing that no officer of the city, in 
any capacity, shall be a bondsman for 
any person who gives a bond to the city. 
This will prevent the possibility of any 
contractor or any other person doing bus¢ 
iness. with the city being able to secure 
any influence through bonds that would 
permit him to defraud the city in any 
work or business which he undertakes to 
perform. 

Another great point in the amendments 
id that in relation to the receipt of public 
moneys. At present, all officers who col- 
lect city moneys are permitted to retain 
them until they see fit to turn them into 
the treasury, and some officials let lar 
sums of money accumulate in their offi- 
ces, often exceeding the amount of their 
official bonds. Under the proposed amend- 
ments, such practices will be stopped, for.

where State laws govern, must be paid 
directly to the treasurer and not to the 
official in .whose office the business for 
which the money is to be paid has been 
*transacted. 

A provision is also made in these amend- 
ments for the establishment by the audi- 
tor of a thorough system of book-keeping 
and accounts, something which the city 
has needed for a long time, and the lack 
of which has cost a great deal of money. 
The faults which have existed are not to 
be construed as a source of criticism of 
those persons who have filled the city audi- 
tor’s office, but instead, the faults have 
been in the very poor methods and forms 
which have obtained. The auditor now 
keeps a record of the general transactions 
of the city, which shows the condition of 
the different funds and the cost of run- 
ning the different offices, as well as the 
total cost of city government; but in the 
other offices where books are kept they 
are frequently far away from the auditor's 
books in balances, and he has no means of 
keeping them up, and there is much busi- 
ness passing through many other city of- 
fices of which he is unable to have any rec- 

or know anything about, and through 
this system many extravagances and much 
carelessness are practiced, which a proper 
system of book-keeping would soon bring 
to light and correct. The different city of- 
fices, in so far as accounts are concerned, 
should be conducted like a large mercan- 
tile establishment, with a main office and 
many branches, the auditor’s office being 
the head and all other offices branches. 
The books in each separate office should be 
a careful, accurate, complete, intelligible 
and scientific record of the transactions of 
the office, and from them, at stated periods, 
comprehensive reports should be sent to 
the auditor's office, which reports should be 
plain epitomizations of the business of the 
office, and from these the auditor would 
be able to keep a good record of the detail 
of city offices. 

One of. the worst faults of the present 
system is the manner in which demands 
are handled. ‘These papers are made out 


in the different departments where the de- 


mands originate, and are not sworn to, in 
some cases not even signed, by the payee, 
until the money is received. They go from 
these departments to the council, and 
upon approval there, are sent to the mayor 
for his assent. Thence they are forwarded 
to the auditor, who, if he approve, turns 
them over to the respective payees, who 
take the demands themselves to the treas- 
urer and receive their money, after which 
the demands are returned to the auditor to 
be filed away. The demands should all 
be signed and sworn to by the respective 
persons who are to be paid, before being 
presented to.the Council, after which the 
course should be the same as it is at pres- 
ent till the auditor’s office is reached, 
where they should be retained and the 
payee shou:d receive his money from the 
treasurer on a warrant drawn by the audi- 
tor in conformity with the instructions 
given in the demand. This amendment 
provides for all of this and makes impera- 
tive the filing of reports from all officers 
which will plainly show not only all or- 
dinary business transactions and the re- 
ceipt and disbursement of all public 
moneys, but also the receipt and 
disposition made of all materials 
and supplies as well. Italso provides that 
the auditor shall keep an alphabetical list 
of the bondsmen of all city officials, so 
that the sufficiency or insufficiency of any 
official’s bond may be easily ascertained at 
any time. This amendment is one of the 
most desirable and most needed that could 
be conceived, and, taken by itself alone, 
is amply sucient reason for the adoption of 
the proposed amendments. 

The city attorney and his deputies are 
made to be city officials in the true sense 
of the word by a provision which requires 
them to devote their time to the duties 
of their office and forbids them from at- 
tending to any legal business outside of 
that in which the city is interested. This 
will give the city the benefit of the undi- 
vided attention of its paid legal advisers, 
untramme by the distraction incident to 
the work which must De done on outside 
business, and will prevent the possibility 
“of collusion in any matter to which the 
city is a party or in which it is interested. 

The question of reports from the differ- 
ent officials is given particular attention 
in these amendments, provisions being 
made which require thoroughly comprehen- 
sive and intelligible reports to be rendered 
annually, whereby the general public will 
be able to know all the detail of municipal 
affairs, instead of the general and very 
unsatisfactory knowledge which may be 
gleaned from the reports which are now 
made. 

In the matter of salaries, some excellent 
and commendable changes have been pro- 
pesed. The office of mayor carries with it 
a great degree of distinction, but to place 
the salary at a small sum, would be to 
make it a rich man’s office exclusively, 
and would debar many worthy and able 
citizens whose livelihood must be earned 
by their daily efforts, so the office should 
have a salary which will not estop the 
aspirations of this class, and it has been 
placed at $3000 per annum. It would not 


be possible to find men of sufficient ability | 
and character to act as councilmen for less 


money than is now paid, so the salary of 
this office has been left at the old figure. 
The duties of the city clerk are such as 
to require à good deal of labor, fair ability 
as an accountant, and the exercise of good 
discriminative judgment, and it is thought 
that $2400 per year is as small a sum as 
will command the services of such a man, 
so the salary has not been altered. There 
are few, if any, book-keepers in this city 
who are réceiving more than 3200 per 
month, and as it must be admitted that 
this is a good salary for this kind of work, 
the auditor’s pay has been placed at that 
figure. The treasurer’s salary has not been 
changed, remaining at $2400, and the sala- 
ries of engineer, chief of police and attor- 
ney have been left at $3000. The superin- 
tendent of buildings has been reduced 
from $2000 to $1800 per annum, the belief 
being general that the office is not worth 
more, and so with the health officer, who 
is reduced from $2400 to $2000. The largest 
reduction in salary is made in the office 
of street superintendent, it being from 
$3000 to $2000 per annum. The duties of 
this office do not require any very bril- 
liant nor remarkable qualities in its in- 
cumbent, being purely administrative, and 
any man who has a fair knowledge of 
streets and roadways and possesses ordi- 
narily good judgment can fill it acceptably, 
and many such can be found who will 
take the office for the smaller sum, and 
not only that, but this sum is much more 
than some street superintendents that we 
have had in the past could possibly have 
earned outside of the office. 

Altogether, these reductions in salaries 
effect a saving of $2800 per year, and in 
the line of direct saving, to this must be 
added the amount which the abolition of 
the office of tax collector will save, which 
will be $20,000. Here is a total of nearly 


$23,000 which will be saved to the tax-. 


payers every year under these amend- 
ments, and it is not all, for with the in- 
creased efficiency in all offices the facili- 
ties for the detection and correction of 
minor extravagances will increase this 
naturally, and it is sure that a saving of 
at least $25,000 per yedr will be effected. 

One of the best propositions in these 
am<cndments is that placing the city elec- 
tio: in the early spring. At present, with 
our city election following close upon others 
which of necessity are of a strong partisan 
character, the ‘voter is greatly influenced 
by his political affiliations, when he should 
be at liberty to cast his ballot with a view 
only to the benefit of the city. A lapse 
of four months will give time for partisan 
feeling to subside and the selection of city 
officials may then be made outside of party 
associations, which will often work for the 
welfare of the city. 8 

An excellent provision is also made con- 
cerning contracts for certain city work. 
Under these amendments, all contracts for 
lighting, street sweeping, carting garbage 
and kindred business, must be publicly ad- 
vertised for at least six months before the 
expiration of the contract which the new 
bidder is to supersedé. This will permit 
of new competitors having a chance at this 
kind of work and destroy the monopolies 
which now exist by reason of there being 
insufficient time between the time of ad- 
vertising and the commencement of work, 
for new plants to be gotten ready for oper- 
ation. é

These p 
ments are not fully in line vith the mod- 
ern ideas of municipal govemment, which 
have given great satisfactibn wherever 
tried, but they are in the right direction, 
and all voters who have the prosperity of 
our city at heart, who wish see a more 
efficient administration of municipal af- 
fairs, who wish to havé taxes reduced and 
who desire to prevent the future domina- 
tion of rings and other corrupt political 
influences should use every endeavor to 
bring about their „ by the people. 

As it is impossible to give a full, de- 
tailed account of so lengthy a document 
and so many amendments in a newspaper, 
there is much in favor of these amend-. 
ments which is left unsaid here, but many 
facts and much data can be adduced in 
support, and I will take pleasure in giving 
all who wish to call upon me further in- 
formation in the matter.

Trade with Hueneme. 

ONTARIO (Cal.,) Dec. 4, 1894.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Your editorial en- 
titled An Opening for an Extension of 
Trade,“ appearing in this morning’s issue, 
together with your well-known interest 
in anything looking to the advancement 
of Los Angeles, prompts me to write you 
in regard to an extension of trade,” 
namely, the trade of Hueneme and the 
adjacent territory. 

To the best of my knowledge, the bulk 
of the trade centering at Hueneme goes to 
San Francisco, for this reason, namely, 


that there are no steamers from Los An- 


les north-bound, stopping regularly at 
ueneme. There being no direct railway 
connection between Los Angeles and 
Hueneme, those at the latter place want- 
ing supplies, have the following ways of 


getting them: First, from San Francisco 


by steamers stopping regularly at Hue- 
neme; second, from Los Angeles via rail 
to Montalvo or Saticoy, and thence by 
team, thereby increasing the cost of trans- 
portation; third, from Los Angeles by 
steamer, taking the chances of the steamer 
stopping at Hueneme, or taking the freight 
by and to Santa Barbara or Port Harford, 
to come back on the first south-bound 
steamer. 

I think that by means of steamers stop- 
ping regularly at Hueneme, north-bound 
from Los Angeles, Los Angeles could se- 
cure the larger part of the trade of the 
territory in questioh. At all events, dis- 
cussion of the matter will do no harm, 
and may be the means of bringing good 
to the city.

THE COUNTY’S POOR. 


A LARGE MONTHLY ALLOWANCE 
MADE THEM ; 


All Cases are Thoroughly Investi- 
gated and Only the Deserving 
Ones are Furnished 

Assistance. 


The county of Los Angeles pays out 
monthly an average sum of about $2000 to 
indigents, and the Associated 
the average sum of $415. 

This money is in addition to that re- 
quired for the maintenance of the County 
Hospital and poor farm; it is paid to suf- 
fering families and decrepit individuals 
who are either the victims of untoward 
circumstances or improvident dispositions; 
to the sick and the neédy whose cases are 
found to be meritorious upon close exami- 
nation of their condition and recources. 
Scarcely a day goes by without seeing 
from one to six supplicants enter the 
rooms of the Board of Supervisors, and 
there make their plea for aid. Some have 
a number of children dependent upon 
them for support, some are too old to 
work, and others have not the strength 
to earn their daily bread with the limited 
means an unkind fate has placed at their 
disposal. Very many of the impoverished 
creatures are suffering from the natural 
results of their own voluntary deeds, 
either reaping the rewards of early dis- 
sipation or enduring the consequences of 
misguided 

Since a special department has been 
provided at the Courthouse where the 
poverty-stricken may tell their wants, 
Superintendent T. J. Stewart is kept busy 
almost constantly, as is also Mrs. Bath, of 
the Associated Charities, furnishing aid 
to the applicants and investigating the 
cases brought to their notice. Those who 
have charge of the work are particularly 
careful that no i tor is provided with 
the necessaries which can be put to bet- 
ter use, and the homie of each and every 
— applying for assistance is visited 

fore any orders are issued to them for 
groceries or provisions. Very little money 
is paid to the indigents directly, it having 
been found a much better plan to furnish 
groceries.in such quantities as may be 
deemed advisable according to the neces- 
sities ‘of the case. The maximum amount 
allowed any one family per month is $12, 
and the lesser sums range all the way 
down to $3 and $4. Frank Garcia, aged 110 
years, is the oldest person receiving a 
monthly allowance whose name a on 
the indigent books of the county. A great 
many of the other pensioners are over 
50 years of age, and but comparatively few 
are able to do much toward helping them- 
selves. Tramps with no family cares to 
trouble them do not receive any encour- 
agement to remain in town. The county 
does not aim to place a premium upon idle- 
ness by furnishing support to those who 
will not work, but simply endeavors to re- 
lieve actuai want and distress. 

The gcriptural saying that the poor ye 
have with you always” is brought home 
with much force to those whose business 
it is to care for the county’s poor.

An adjourned meeting of the City Coun- 

cil was held yesterday morning. The hour 

to which the Council had adjourned was 10 

m., but most of the members were in 

the committee-room till 11 o'clock, at 

which time they came into the Council 
chamber and the meeting was called to 
order. 

A contract and bond with the Los Ange- 
jes Lighting Company for lighting the 
streets of the city for a term of two years 
commencing January 1, in accordance with 
the company’s bid, and according to the 
Specifications, were approved.

open between 8 a.m. and 5 p.m., instead of 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., as at present; also 
an ordinance making the hour of conven- 
ing of regular meetings of the City Coun- 
cil, 9 a.m. instead of 10 a.m.

Changing Office Hours. 
THE ACTION OF THE COUNCIL AT 
YESTERDAY’S, SESSION. 
Considerable comment was caused about 
the City Hall yesterday because of the 
motion adopted at the meeting of the Coun- 
cil held in the morning, directing the City 
Attorney to present an ordinance requir- 
ing the various city offices to be kept 
open between the hours of 8 a.m. and 5 
p. m., instead of from 9 a.m. as at present; 
also an ordinance making 9 a.m. each Mon- 
day the time for the City Council to regu- 
larly convene instead of 10 a. m., as it is 
now fixed. 
There appeared to be little objection to 
requiring the offices to open an hour 
earlier than they are now required to do, 
and, in fact, it met with some favor, but 
it was remarked as a peculiar feature of 
the thing that the matter should have 
been brought up in the Council as it was 
just after election. Inasmuch as the ques- 
tion was not debated on in the Council 
further than a brief explanation by the 
maker of the motion, it was inferred that 
the matter was pretty well decided on in 
private conference of the members before 
being broached in open Council. 
In regard to the changing of the offi- 
cial time for the regular weekly meetings 
of the Council from 10 a.m. to 9 a.m., it 
was said that, in view of the fact that the 
Council seldom gets together under the 
present arrangement before 10:30, and 
sometimes nearly 11 o'clock, it will be 
something remarkable for the Council to 
have a quorum present for the transaction 
of business at 9 o’clock in the morning. 
If, however, a sufficient number of the city 
fathers can be in their seats so that a 
quorum may be secured at that hour of 
the morning, it will be a desirable at- 
tainment, for under such circumstances 
the business of the session can probably 
be finished in much better season than it is 
sometimes is with the meeting hour as 
it is now.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Courts. 
LADD RELEASED ON A WRIT OF HA- 
BEAS CORPUS. Se 

C. B. Ladd, erstwhile a prominent resi- 
dent of the Antelope Valley, applied to 
Judge Smith, in Department One yester- 
day morning, for his release, through the 
medium of habeas corpus proceedings, 
from the custody of Constable J. R. Slater 
of Pasadena, by whom he claimed to be 
illegally restrained of his liberty. 

In response to the court’s queries Ladd 
naively related the circumstances which 
had led up to his predicament, as follows: 
He was originally arrested in August last 
upon complaint of one Joseph Turner, who 
charged him with having committed and 
maintained a nuisance, and, upon being 
taken before Justice J. H. Merriam of Pas- 
adena, was arraigned and released upon 
his own recognizance to appear for trial 
at a later date. He demanded, however, 
that he be placed under bonds, and, after 
Justice Merriam had fixed his bail in the 
sum of $100, he left the courtroom. He 
failed to appear when the case was called 
for trial on September 3, and Justice Mer- 
riam thereupon issued a bench warrant for 
his arrest and declared the bail, which he 
had not given, forfeited. On Tuesday last 
he was rearrested and taken before Justice 
Merriam to answer to the charge of hav- 
ing been guilty of contempt of court, and 
the matter being set for December 6, he 
was again required to furnish bonds in 
the sum of $100, but again walked out of 
the courtroom without giving it. 

At this juncture Judge Smith scratched 
his head in his perplexity, and interrupted 
the petitioner by asking what he was 
charged with, and upon what he based his 
application. 

Deputy District Attorney Davis face- 
tiously suggested that, from his own con- 
fession, Mr. Ladd was an escaped pris- 
oner, and should be turned over to the au- 
thorities. 

Mr. Ladd, however, did not seem to see 
the point of the joke, for he at once 
launched out into a recital of the details 
of the offense with which he was charged. 
He showéd that the nuisance that he was 
alleged to have maintained was a horse, 
which wandered into Turner’s yard and 
bit the heads off nine flowers before it was 
driven off, and that, upon learning of the 
trespass, Ladd had taken a couple of dis- 
interested witnesses down to see the dam- 
age, and offered to pay Turner $1 for it. 

He took the ground, therefore, that, as 
he had committed no offense known to the 
law, Justice Merriam had neither power 
authority, nor jurisdiction over him, and 
that consequently he was not in contempt. 

Judge Smith smilingly acquiesced in 
this view of the case, and discharged Mr. 
Ladd without further delay.

In Department One yesterday morning 
Judge Smith arraigned a batch of about 
twenty defendants upon various charges, 
and allowed them time in which to plead.

J. Friend, burglary, all of whom will plead 
tomorrow. O. J. Lee, grand larceny; Guy 
Roberts, forgery, who will plead on Sat- 
urday; Sam E. Dugan, assault to murder; 
Fred J. Brown, assault with a deadly 
weapon; Marcus Shinn, forgery; John Kee- 
nan, burglary, and Gabino Calunga, petty 
larceny, with prior conviction, who wiil 
plead on Monday next. 1 

JOHNSON- THOMAS DAMAGE SUIT. 

The trial of the damage suit instituted

OIL ON WATER. 


Petroleum Development Extended to 
Figueroa and Washington. 
As was not unexpected, the rain yester- 
day caused quantities of oil from the oil- 
well region to be carried into the Arroyo 
de Los Reyes and through that storm- 
drain to Eighteenth and Figueroa streets. 
At that point the arroyo, as was de- 
scribed a few days ago in The Times, dis- 
charges into the zanja running along the 
west side of Figueroa street. On account 


equate to carry the water coming from 
the arroyo, and consequently the excess 
of water discharged onto Figueroa street, 
carrying a good deal of oil with it. 

The water followed along the east gut- 
ter of the street, leaving deposits of the 
oil in an irregular line from ten to fif- 
teen feet from the curb. At Washington 
street the current was interrupted suffi- 
ciently to make a considerable amount of 
the surface of the street black with oil. 

The petroleum was carried.a short dis- 
tance both east and west on Washington 
street, and traces of it were to be seen 
along both sides of Figueroa street south 
of that point.

Ing Company. 


“VENTURA, Dec. 4. — (Special Corre- 


spondence.) The City Trustees held their 
regular monthly meeting Monday evening 
and settled, until another squabble arises, 

e electric light controversy. Their ac- 
ceptance, with only one dissenting voice, 
that of Trustee Sudden of Mr. Chrisman's 
proposition, furnishes an interesting as 
well as an amusing illustration of the 
medicinal qualities of pure, fresh water“ 
—Santa Ana water—which, as a sure rem- 
edy for that “stiffness of the back“ so 
common with city fathers, previous to their 
decisions on matters affecting the pockets 
of the taxpayers completely knocks 
out all other “anti-stiff’’ remediés on the 
market. One application completely cured 
Trustees Collins, Jones, Hund and Gid- 
dings, Trustee Sudden being the only mem- 
ber of the board on whom a cure was not 
effected. Mr. Sudden is being congratu- 
lated by his many friends on the staying 
qualities of his spinal column. 

Readers of The Times will remember 
that at the last meeting of the Council the 
electric light problem was thoroughly dis- 
cussed and resulted in the light company 
removing the street lamps, leaving the 
city in darkness. The light company’s con- 
tract had expired and the best terms they 
would make the city for future lighting 
were nineteen lights at $8 per month; sey- 
teen at $9, or fifteen at $10 on a three 
years’ contract. The board firmly, ap- 
parently, rejected the offer and passed a 
resolution limiting the amount to be ex- 
pended for street lights to $120 per month, 
and added thereto an amendement of 
Trustee Hund to the effect that no more 
than $8 per month should be paid for any 
one light. All voting yes with the excep- 
tion of Trustee Giddings. , 

Of course there has been lots of talk 
regarding the action of the company in 
taking down the lights, and worde of 
praise have been heard on every side re- 
specting the firmness and business-like 
method, apparently, of the board, the gen- 
eral public feeling assured that they had 
in the present council one that could’nt 
be dictated to, but they were forcibly re- 
minded Monday evening of their error. 

Mr. Chrisman of the Light Company 
made the followi offer: “Will furnish 
the town as many lights as the board or- 
ders at the price of $10 each per month, 
or will furnish the town with the nineteen- 
arc lights heretofore used and in the sanie 
position, and any greater number, at 88 
per month. All bills payable monthly. 
This price good only till further notice.“ 

Mr. Giddings moved that the nineteen- 
light offer.be accepted. Mr. Hund immedi- 
ately seconded it, though in a very low 
voice, and, after a thorough discussion of 
the matter by “all the leading business 
men on Main street,“ (there were just
